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Philadelphia, through tne efforts of Mayor S- Davis 
Wilson, is hoping further to reduce traffic accidents by install- 
ing a modera system of cataloguing traffic violators. Experience 
sees to indicate that a small percentage of drivers are responsi- 
ble for the majority of accidents and with the names and records 
of drivers easily accessible the consistent violators can be read- 
ily determined. 


A double tier metal rotary file, with a capacity of 
ninety thousand names, is being purchased for the use of the Ac- 
cident Prevention and Traffic “ngineering Division, Depertment of 
Public Safety. The name of the driver, his address, plate nuuber, 
type of violation and date will be typed on a small, thick, »vaper 
Slip which is inserted in a vertical panel. The panels are in- 
dexed and attacned to the center rotury column so that they can be 
moved back and forth easily, quickly exposing any nuae or set of 
names.

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MICKLE DIRECTING TRAFFIC STUDIES 
for 
MICHIGAN HIGHWAY PLANNING SURVEY 


The field work on the Michigan Highway Planning Survey 
recently reached the half way mark. This survey is one of some 
thirty-two now being conducted or scheduled in various states and 
includes a Financial “urvey, Road Inventory and a Traffic Survey. 
The Michigan survey is jointly sponsored by the Bureau of Public 
Roads,Washington, D. C., and Murray D. Van Wagoner, Michigan State 
Highway Commissioner. 


Of interest to "News Letter" readers is the Traffic 
Branch of the Survey. A state-wide traffic census is being con- 
ducted on all state, county and local roads by means of a network 
of traffic count stations. At fourteen carefully selected points 
small shantys have been erected where crews of six men each count 
and classify traffic twenty-four hours a day for one year. To 
these control points are gesred 396 key stations which are counted 
fourteen times during the year on 4 schedule which will give a 
twenty-four hour count at each location. The schedule provides 
for daily and seasonal variations and when related to the fourteen 
master stations will give an average volume of traffic at each 
counting point. 


At 126 of the key stations a weighing perty also operates 
so that complete information regarding the weight of trucks, their 
origin and destination, the commodities they carry, and otnertrans- 
port information will be known. 


In addition to the above, approximately 12,000 blanket 
count stations will be counted from one to six times during the 
summer and fall months. These stations are located on county and 
local roads and at points on the state systems where a chunge in 
traffic volume may oocur. 


The traffic branch of the survey is also conducting a 
state wide accident investigation in cooperation with the Michigan 
State Police and a comprehensive traffic survey in the city of 
Detroit in cooperation with the Detroit Police Department. Many 
interesting results are coming from these latter two surveys which 
subsequent issues of the "News Letter” will outline. 


The Detroit survey is being directed by Harry C. Koch who 
recently was made an Associate Member of the Institute. Jensen, 
Bowen and Farrell, Engineers of Ann Arbor, Michigan, loaned the 
Manager of their Traffic and Transvort Department, D. Grant Mickle, 
(Associate) to the Highway Commissioner for the general direction 
and olanning of the State Traffic Surveys and the Detroit work. 
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ST. LOUIS 


During the past few months the Traffic Division of the 
Lepartment of Streets and Sewers of,the City of St. Louis has 
had in operation, at heavy pedestrian volume intersections, a loud 
speaker broadcasting from @ record and synchronized with the traf- 
fic signal system. The message is a warning to obey the signals. 
and not to cross against the red light, calling attention to the 
fact that the majority of serious accidents and fatalities involve 
pedestrians. 


4& check was made of signal obedience by pedestrians under 
normal conditions and then again while the loud speaker was in 
operation a decrease in violations was noticed and a greater respec 
for the signals was observed. No check was made after the loud 
speaking equipment was moved to see if the improvement in pedes- 
trian obedience was maintained.
